Canada will use sn aircraft to monitor 
contaminants from the proposed underground 
nuclear tMt on Amchitka Island, federal Kn- 
vtronment Minister Jack Davis said Satur¬ 
day. 

tn Victoria for the annuaj meeting of the 
B.C. Association of Professional Engineers. 
Davis said In an interview that the airborne 
monitor will be su(>plemented by results from 
24 similar ground stations across Canada. 

“My department Is doing its .utmost to get 
the aircraft at the edge of the U.S. territory 
for measurements at the time of the blast.’’ 
he said. 

“Whether I will peraofially he on the 
plane. I don’t know.” 

Tl>e United States has announced only that 
the five-megaton detonation will occur within 
the ne.xt futir or five days. 

When spiHiklng to the engineei N. Davis said 
lie was not as opposed (o the Amchitka 


explosion as . lie was to the possibility of a 
supertanker grounding in the Gulf of Geor¬ 
gia. 

‘"nie breaking up of a supeilanker near 
here could be 100 times more devastating 
than Uie firing of the (Hannikin device on Am¬ 
chitka. I have been told by our own depart¬ 
mental people thit. were a big tanker to 
break up oft Satuma Island, it could cause 
$100 million damage to waterfront pru()ertie8 
and recreational values on the C^anadian side 
of the international boundary.' 

Davis explained that lie was opposed to 
the AmchlQca nuclear test because of the pos¬ 
sible radioactive pollution ~ “I don’t see It 
causing an earthquake in B.C. or generating 
a tidal wave affecting Canada's w«st coast.’’ 

He said the department’s atmospheric 
sciences division has Just advised him that 
tiM* levels of radioactive strontium and cesium 
in Canadian air are down to 30 per cent of 
what they were eight years ago. 

Davis attributed this to the atmospheric 
nuclear teat hao treaty, the signatories of 
w'hlch include the U.S.. Soviet Union and 
United Kingdom. He noted that France has 
persisted wHh such teets.

The boy was buried after 
men of the Irish Republican 
Army blew up eli^t British 
cusluTOs posts along the Irish 
border and tiien bombed a 
British army blUet in Belfast, 
wrecking the bouse of a 
Homan C^athollc family nexi 
dour. One soldier was killled 
and four were wounded in the 
explosioo. 

Neighbors and British 
troops tore at the rubble with 
thfir Imre hands to free the 
child, Seamus Doran, whose 
legs were mangled by falling 
debris. Six civUiuns — includ¬ 
ing two children — were In¬ 
jured by tl)e bomb. 

Fire engines and ambu¬ 
lances rushed to the blast site 
and troops surrounded the 
rubble, rifles at the ready in 
case of sniper attacks. 

The explosion followed eight 
hit-and-run bomb attacks 
along the frontier with the 
Irish republic by the IRA — 
wliich refuses to recognlu the 
border between north and 
south Ireland. 

IRA squads carrying sub- 
niRohine guns drove along the 
unguarded 26D-mUe fnxitier. 
ordered custpms officers to 
stand back out of danger and 
then blew up the Uttle wooden 
customs posts. ‘ 

Security officers said the 
gunmen using cars with 
licence plates covered up ->■ 
then sp^ back across the 
border into southern Ireland. 

No one waa Injured In the 
customs posts ej^osions, but 
the death of the soldier ^ a 
cook who was prtparing lunch 
brought the dieath to 
143 In two yean of Ulster vio¬ 
lence set oft by religious 
hatreds.

John D Flays Grits,

MLNNliDOSA. Man. (CP) 
Former prima minister 
John Dlefenb^er enjoyed a 
belated t^rthdey party Friday 
night and, hoUtered by a 
ebeering crowd of 3.000, pro¬ 
mised no rest Inr the govern¬ 
ment. 

"At my age. onF does not 
know how long he is going to 
be here.” the 76-year-old MP 
for Prince Albert told well- 
wishers at a hockey arena in 
this west central Manitoba 
farm community. , 

“But dUs gatiwring, and ttW 
state of my health, imi>el me 
to carry nn the fi^ht.” 

Dlefenbaker, In a wide- 
ranging speech, flayed the 
federal Ubeials fur down¬ 
grading the monarchy. Ignor¬ 
ing western' farmers and da¬ 
maging the effeettvenesa* 
Parliament. 

"It's a shame, said the 
former. Conservative leader 
who was first elected to the 
* Commons 31 years ago. "You 
might as well not be there. 
You aak quesUons, you get no 
answers. 

"It has become an institu¬ 
tion which you sttend hut 
your views are of little conse¬ 
quence.'' 

Much nf Diefenhaker's talk 
was about his efforts as a 
prime minister to sell wheal 
tr> China,. de\'ek)p Canada's 
North and achieve an unhy¬ 
phenated Canadlanism. 

In a more timely vein, he 
attacked the government for 
high unemployment and (or 
ignoring the rights of Taiwan 
in backing China's entry into 
the Unitfd Nattons. He was 
particuarly critical of Otto 
I^ng. federal ministers re¬ 
sponsible for the Canadian 
wheat board. Ising had shown 
"atxiut as much knowledge of 
farming as the gophers. They 


spend all their lives on the 
Prairie and they don't team 
much about marketing.'* 

Dtefenhaker said the birth¬ 
day celebration came 46-years 
to 4he day after he made his 
first federal election try, and 
unsuccessful Md thnt was part 
of "the ups and downs of poli¬ 
tical life." 

"My heart is full tonight. 
I've been in the valleys and 
I've been on the mountain 
tops.” 

Diefenbaker was Invited 
some time ago to Mlnnedoaa 
where a provincial hyelection 
is to he held Nov. 16. hut 
became ill on a visit to WTales 
and spent hit birthday there 
Sept. U.

Thieu's 30-minute inaugural 
speech contained no sur¬ 
prises. He called the past four 
years "an era of difficulty 
and danger," and said, "a 
new four-year phase is begin¬ 
ning In which we will com¬ 
plete building democracy and 
developing the country . . .

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S BCCMTO THOUGHTS, long ones, too, on their 
performance In the United Nations vote on 
CSUna might well be the m^r of the day for many 
of the 76 countries that went against the United 
States. It wasn't so much the actual voting down of 
the two-Chlnas motion but the demonstrations of 
glee on the part of some member states that fol¬ 
lowed which understandably rankled President 
Nixon ajrf members of the Senate and Congress 
who are now well aware of the animosity that is 
felt tmrards them by some of the very nations the 
United States has been aiding financially. 

Natural disappointment in having its policy 
rejected was compounded into extreme disccmfort 
for the United States by the undisguised joy shown 
by some of the delegates. This occurred in a forum 
where more than a little dignity might be expected. 
The act of cheering, handclapping and dandne in 
the aisles has dama^ the image of the United 
Nations. But more than that, it could well result 
in retaliation measures that would weaken further 
die effectiveness of the world body. And individual 
nations that have reached out and found a warm 
helping hand from the United States might find 
a clammy palm next time. 

This Is the indication In the rejection by the 
U.S. Senate late Friday of a new $2.9 billion for¬ 
eign aid bill which Included $143 million voluntary 
funds for the near-tankrupt United Nations orga¬ 
nization. 

The Senate action brought immediate denun¬ 
ciation from President Nixon who termed it 
"highly irresponsible" even though In initial re¬ 
action to the China vote “spectacle” he stated 
through his press secretary, Ronald Ziegler, that 


foreign aid allocations could be affected. And at 
the same time he pointedly noted that “some of 
the delegates” involved in the demonstration rep¬ 
resented countries with which the United States 
had been “quite generous." 

This appeared to be more than a threat, de¬ 
spite a disclaimer on retaliation intentions made 
by Ziegler who insisted that no changes were being 
made in U.S. policy toward the UN, and that Nixon 
stilt wanted the UN to “succeed." 

But for some time there have been factions 
within the administration opposed to the amounts 
of foreign aid spending and UB. involvement 
around the world, and there can be little doubt 
that the China vote “show” strengthened their 
hand to defeat the new bill 

When the Nixon-through-Zi^ler statement was 
made, some suspicions were voiced that the presi¬ 
dent was politidcing, “going strong” to show kin¬ 
ship with supporters In the anti-aid factions. He 
must be wiping now that he had bitten his 
tongue a little. In condemning the Senate vote 
as being “irresponsible” he said it “undoes 25 
years of contractive bi-partisan foreign policy and 
produces unacceptable risk to the national se¬ 
curity of the United States.” 

Whether he can recot^ remains to be seen. 
It is passible the swing has gone too far. The 
vote on the aid bill certainly was decisive, 41 to 27. 

It could well be that the United l^tes will 
withdraw further into itself; that the economic pro¬ 
tection measures It has recently taken are only the 
beginning of a move towards a state of ledation- 
ism that could change the world scene greatly. 


Out of the Dumps 


I T WAS PROGRESS, undoubtedly, when a halt 
was called to the dumping of the Victoria area’s 
garbage out in the Strait of Juan de E\ica, some of 
which came floating back to shore, and the move to 
land disposal was made. Another step forward 
came with the banning of burning of the combusti¬ 
bles In the refuse. No longer was a smelly pall of 
smoke continually rising from the Hartland Road 
wasteland, which is the main landfill on southern 
Vancouver Island. It is not the eyesore it once was, 
either, although the covering with sawmill waste is 
leaving a lasting scar on the Killamey Lake area 
fringing the wooded Highlantb District. 

By and large, the garbage disposal situation 
appears to be under better control than it ever has 
been, and the people of this area can consider 
themselves fortunate. 

But looking at it on a wide scale, garbage con¬ 
tinues to be one of the greatest pollution problems 
of all, and it ^ould be the concern of everyone 
everywhere. It is estimated, from information 
contained in a recently-publl^ed National Geo¬ 
graphic Society book, “As We Live and Breathe; 
the Challenge of our ESivironment,” that North 
Americans generate well over 250 million tons of 
refuse a year, most of which goes into dumps. And 
not many of'them are the sanitary landlU type 
that this area can boast. 

That is really beside the point, too. The ques¬ 
tion that should be uppermost is what happens 
when the dumps, whether they are the landfill kind 


or not, have used up all the land that is considered 
suitable for garbage disposal? 

ITut time is not too far away in some of the 
highly-populated areas. Take New York Qty, for 
instance. An article in the Christian Science Moni¬ 
tor says that experts are warning that space avail¬ 
able for landfill will be exhausted within 10 years. 

Serious consideration has been given to build¬ 
ing four gigantic new incinerators with a combined 
capacity of 19,200 tons a day for a total cost of 
around $1 billion, which would be five times the 
capital budget appropriation for achocg construc- 
tkm. Tlie humem would have coat $50 million a 
year to operate and would still have left 20 per 
cent residue to landfills. This means they would do 
little more than prolong the life of the dumps. At 
the same time the incinerators would be adding 
enormously to air pollution. It was because of this 
that the plan was abandoned. 

Comiwcting, shredding and even baking of 
garbage are processes being studied, but they, too, 
would only lengthen the life of the dumps for a 
comparatively short period. 

There is always going to be garbage, and It is 
time that a new approach to the problem be taken. 

Perhaps the long-term answer is in recycling 
which is gaining some attention. But recycling en¬ 
thusiasts who claim marketable products can be 
made from garbage compost are given little real 
encouragement to prove their "pudding.” Perhaps 
government should dig out cf the dumps and al¬ 
locate more funds to experiments that are being 
made in recovery of waste.

The Good and the Bad of DDT 


Biological Attack on the Bugs Is the Answer 


A lthough ddt has 

proved deadly to certain 
forms of wildlife, the World 
Health Organization has is¬ 
sued a warning that its whole¬ 
sale and sudden withdrawal 
from uae aa an insecticide 
would be a majm’ dlaaater in 
terma of human life. 

In the 10 years up to 1970 
more thui 1,000 million people 
were freed from the risk of 
malaria, mainly through the 
use of Insectietdet. and espe¬ 
cially DDT. The most spectac¬ 
ular result was achieved In 
Ceylon even before that. ITw 
caset dropped fhim 2,800,000 
In 1946 to 110 in 1961. with 
dea^ reduced from 12,587 to 
none after country-wida 
apraying. 

Other major succeasea were 
in Mauritius, where malaria 
deaths teU trom 1.589 in 1949 
to three in 1956; and in Vene¬ 
zuela, where patients receiv¬ 


ing treatment declined from 
817.US in 1943 to 800 in 1958. 

In many placet, says a 
World Health Organization re¬ 
port. the im p rov e ment tn 
health bitdce the vicious circle 
of poverty and disease by out* 
ting malarial sickneM and 
death, which in turn led to 
heavier farm cropa from a 
bigger and healthier USne ot 
workers. 

But then comes the other 
side of the story. ’The report 
admits that DDT In the In- 
vtroment for the past 25 years 
has caused the contamination 
and reduction of flsh in 
atreams, lakes and offshore 
seas, and the progresalve ex- 
terrailoation of some birds 
that prey on fish and on 
other biitU. Some hawks and 
eaglet are disappearing from 
Europe and North America, 
chiefly because their eggs are 
ceasing to hatch.

Thus DDT has been at once 
a boon to man and a deadly 
enemy of wild life. 

The report emphasizes that 
DDT us^ against malaria 
does not endanger wild life to 
much as its use on farms and 
in forests; only 2 per cent of a 
hous^K>}d spray finds ita way 
to outside toil. ITie report 
therefore recommends that 
the use o< DDT outdoors 
should be reduced to a mini¬ 
mum. For control of carrier- 
borne disease its use should 
be continued only through in¬ 
door spraying against malaria 
moaqultoes. Indoor dusting 
against league fleas, and in 
dusting powder against 
typims lice. DDT should not 
be applied to water aourcet 
nor aprayed from the air. 

The report says, however. 


that a sudden and wholesale 
withdrawal of DDT as an in¬ 
secticide would be a major di¬ 
saster In terms of human life. 

Even the restrictions on its 
use In Scandinavian countries, 
the United States and Canada 
have caused grave concern in 
a number of developing coun¬ 
tries. W.H.O. officially urges 
countries manufacturing in¬ 
secticides (including DDT) to 
continue making them avail¬ 
able to developing countries 
for malaria control or eradi¬ 
cation. 

But W.H.O. does not want 
the medical uae of DDT to con¬ 
tinue indefinitely. Since 1980 it 
has sought alternatives and 
tested more than 1.400 insec¬ 
ticidal compounds. Oily two 
have been found sufficiently 
effective and safe for large- 
scale use. Even these are so 
expensive that to change over 
to one called Malathimi would 


push the cost of global malar¬ 
ia spraying programs up from 
S0O million to $184 million, 
and to change to the other. 
Propoxur, would send the bill 
soaring to $510 mllMon. On 
top of that, both are said to be 
last safe for men to handle 
than U DDT. 

In the long nM the Wortd 
Health Organization wanti to 
gst away from ehemioal in¬ 
secticides altogether In favor 
of refined biological methoda 
which aim at eliminating cer¬ 
tain Insects by destroying 
their fertility. This can be 
done either by sterilizing 
large numbers of males by ir¬ 
radiation and releasing them 
among a natural inaect popu¬ 
lation. or by breeding special 
strains of male insects which 
can mate but not reproduce. 
But these methods will take a 
long time yet to develop.

B.C.'s professloaal ensi- 
neers said Saturday the public 
interest was not adequately 
protected when Kaiser Re« 
sources Ltd., which has been 
losing money for nearly two 
years, wm allowed to include 
the advice of an American en¬ 
gineer in a prospectus. 

The statement was In the 
form nf a motion adopted at 
(he annual meeting of -the 
B.C. Association of Profes¬ 
sional Kngineers. 

The questioning of Kaiser’s 
prospectus, issued in the sum¬ 
mer uf 1970 to raise .$28 mll- 
ii(Mi In a public share offering, 
was led John Austin, a pro¬ 
fessional engineer from Vic¬ 
toria. 

He pointed out that the au¬ 
thor of engineering data in 
that prospectus was L. D. 
Gent, executive vice-president 
of J. T. Boyd Co., a firm of 
consultants. Gent held neither 
a resident nor a non resident 
licence as a professional engi¬ 
neer in B.C.. said Austin. 

In fact, said Austin. Gent 
was a registered professional 
engineer in the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania. 

Other members of the asso¬ 
ciation said In Interviews 
later that Gent'a experience 
was with the coal deposits of 
Pennsylvania and Gent direct¬ 
ly applied this experience to 
Kaiser's holdings in the Fer- 
nie-Natal-Michel area of B.C. 

Kaiser started mining coal 


in early 1970 and almost at 
once encountered serioui fi¬ 
nancial and production prob- 
lenu. 

In October of that year, the 
company estimated it would 
have to spend an additional 
$30 million to correct the dif¬ 
ficulties. 

At that time. Kaiser said it 
was "develofiing plans and 
taking corrective measures 
with respect to the required 
modifications of the prepara¬ 
tion plant and mining facili- 


firm had had the advice of an

The engineers' association

In reply to Austin’s letter, 
the council of the engineers' 
association said the B.C. Se¬ 
curities Commission it sole¬ 
ly reapnnsibte for accepting or 
rejecting a report in a pro¬ 
spectus and for dealing with 
Irregularities if any arose.

Bui if the unions ijersisted 
in “caiUng their men off the 
job'* d)ere would only be that 
much more unemployment, 
he said. He w'ould not be 
forced into signing a union 
contract, but would look for 
non-union help. 

He said he opposes unions 


simply because lie will nut 
have them dicCaite to him. 

”1 am not going to be dic¬ 
tated to by anybody In this 
country wito is not an elected. 
representative of the pec^le 
and the unions certainly are 
not elected representatives of 
the pec^le,” he said. 

Hartwlg, who finds fault 
widi the fact that intema- 
tionai unions have their top 
men in the United Statee, said 
he doesn't evm think there is 
a need today for such unksis. 

“These unions are a thing 
of the past — they were nec¬ 
essary in die days when there 
was e9q>loltatk>n of labor." 

He tiiinks the tide has 


turned and that unions today 
have too much power and 
wield too much political -influ¬ 
ence. 

He is acceptable, however, 
to the formation of a union by 
tlk* employees (rf any one 
emnpany cm the grounds that 
the union would be Limited to 
that company alone. 

"My people could do that 
and U they had anything both¬ 
ering them they could come 
to me and we could find a 
solution, probably in five min¬ 
utes." he said.

He said that if his own em¬ 
ployees felt they were getting 
a bad deal and had formed 
tlteir now company union, he 
would agree to their right to 
strike him and "stand outside 
my place with signs.

That Built Windmill

AMSTERIUM — Every 
country in the world makes 
history. Iheae indomitable 
Dutchmen did, too. 

They also made geography, 
rescuing some 2,000 square 
miles of land from the North 
Sea and adding it to their 
total land area. 

And the windmill was their 
chief w eapon in the battle 
against the sea. 

TTiis unique reclamation 
project started about a thou¬ 
sand year* ago. CtMutantly 
threatened by tidewaters and 
the flooding of Holland's larg¬ 
est rivers, the Rhine and tha 
Meuse, the early settlers built 
dikes to keep the waters at 
bay. Kuit po^ another prob¬ 
lem. Rainwater inside the 
dikes couldn’t get out and was 
causing a flooding problem. 

So somebody devised tha 
scoop wheel, with buckets fas¬ 
tened to its rim, which would 
aooop up the water and dump 
it over the dikes aa the wheel 
was turned. 'Ihe wheel was 
operated by hand or by horse 
power. 

Then an ingenious (or lazy) 
Dutchman figured out that 
wind pow er could be used for 
turning the scoop wheel. 
There was plenty of wind. So 
he ^hooked up a windmill to 
the scoop wheel and put It to 
work. (I suppose wtndmUls 
had already b^ invented.) 

'The wind turned the arms 
or sails of the windmill, the 
windmill turned the scoc^ 
wheel and the water was 
poured over the dikes on its 
way to the sea — all without 
the use of man power. Before 
you know it, everybody was 
using windmills with their 
scoop wheels. Later, tha scoop 
wheel was replaced by a 
windmIH-powered screw 
pump vMch did a more ef- 
ficicat Job. 

Then they atartod using 
windmill pumps to drain tha 
countless lakes across their 
country by (aunping the water 
into a network of canals 
which cafried it to the sea. 
They called these polder 
mills. (A polder Is an area of 
ground which has been re- 
daimed from the water.) 

Meanwhile, whHe the polder 
mills w er e pumping water, tih 
duatrial windmills were being 
used to grind vdwat. husk 
rice, saw wood, crush and ex¬ 
tract oil from nuts and seeds 
and to power paper mills, 
snuff ndlls, twmp-twlsting 
mills and fuHlng mills — 
cleaning, shrinking and thick¬ 
ening cloth by moisture, heat 
and peeeaure. 


The fanners also used the 
windmills to send messages 
from house to house. ’The 
message was conveyed by the 
position oi tt>e arms or sails. 

When the windmill was 
stopped with one pair of arms 
vertica], the other pair hori¬ 
zontal. It meant that the mill 
was ready to begin work at 
any time. If the sails were 
stepped at a 45-defree angle, 
that meant the mill was out o( 
order. 

Births were announced by 
stopping the top ann or sail 
just in front of the vertical 
position — at about 11 o’clock. 
Mourning was indicated by 
stopping the top sail just past 
the vertical position — about 
1 o'cioek. 

In time, along came the In¬ 
dustrial revohitkm and tha 
windmill age fell before It. 
Diesel engines and electric 
pumps replaced the windmills 
— almost 

Some of the old-ttme wtnd- 
milla are still wtnidng in the 
older polders. And some of 
the old whirligigs are kept 
around Just tor sentimental 


reasons. There’s even a Wind¬ 
mill Preeervatlon Society 
which la working to make 
sure all of them — a symbol 
of Holland — don’t vanish 
from the scene. 

Some of them have been 
turned Into restaurants and 
things like that.

LONDON. Ont (CP) — 
Snowmobiles damage hearing 
and eiuse unusual Injuries, 
doctors told a conference 
studying the vehicles Friday. 

Dr. Fred Bess, director of 
audiology at Central Michigan 
Unlvmlty, said testa show 
persons ride snowmobiles 
may damage their hearing be> 
cause of the high noise level. 

Idling, a snowmobile engine 
produces sound measured at 
84 decibels and at full throt¬ 
tle, 136 decibels, just under 
the “pain threshhold*’ of 140 
decibels. Dr. Bess said. 

“Over a prolonged period of 
time, the noise is sufficient to 
cause deafness and things 
have to be done to reduce the 
noise levels,” he said. 

Dr. James Msekenzia of 
Mddaster University, Hamil¬ 
ton, chairman of the Ontario 
Medical Aasociation's com¬ 
mittee on accidental injuries, 
said snowmobiles have be- 
cMne aasociated with injury, 
death and "new Illnesses.” 

Exposure, exhaustion and a 
form of arthricia of the apine 
wMeh might not show Itself 
for 10 years, were among the 
unusual or “new” problems 
listed by Dr. Mackenzie.

'Diey are illegal aliens. And 
they only a ooiporai's 
guardV in an underground 
army of fOTeign nationals, 
ntkny of them in chronic po¬ 
verty and eonstant fear of dis¬ 
covery. 

The problem of illegal 
aliens hM lately become a 
prime topic in the U.S. as four 
separette congreaafonal com¬ 
mittees explore the situation. 

2,000 Daily 

What press reports say — 
and Imndgmtion authorities 
generally confirm — It that 
between one and two million 
foreign nationaU are pxxibably 
living illegally in the U.S. 
now. and their ranks are In¬ 
creasing by perhaps 2,(K)0 
newcomers every day. 

TTie vist majority come 
across the Mexican border, 
swimming the Rk> Grande —> 
hence the name "wetbacks” 
— or sneaking through desert 
scrubland. 

A newer problem is repre¬ 
sented by tlw thousands from 
the Caribbean and Latin 
American who arrive at East 
Coast porta poalng either as 
tourists or as Puerto Ricans, 
who have American citizen¬ 
ship. 

The Canadian border it 
c r a'w ed by still others, both 
Canadian citizens and foreign¬ 
ers, who plan to seek jobs 
illegally in the U.S. or stay 
here longar than the six 
months that American law 
allows Canadian visitors with¬ 
out visas. 

Figure High 

One published report es¬ 
timated there may be tOO.OOO 
Canadians living Ulegally In 
the United States. Both U.S. 
and Canadian authorities here 
think that figure is too high, 
but there seems little doubt 
that illegal Canadian resi¬ 
dents number In the tens of 
thousands. 

Congressional investigators 
say these illegal aliens all too 
often take jobs away from 
American workmen, at a time

If you have reeled in 4o 
many salmon this season you 
are tired of netting them, why 


not try something different^ 
. .. night fishing for rockfish 
(commonly called black bass) 
bff the Ogden Point break¬ 
water and Rrotchie Ledge. 

In our houae the white meat 
of the rockfish la highly 
prized and wife Taffy would 
rather have it than salmon. 
Filleted it makes nice fish 
and chips, is nice baked and 
can even be poached. 

We used to fish for these 
breakwater luiss when we 
were kids, knee high to a 
grasshopper. In those days we 
would go to the old Rithet 
piers where the Maru and 
Alexander boats docked, later 
the VMD, and fish them In the 
pitch black of the night by 


casting out a piece of white 
rag on a hook, or better still a 
atrip of halibut skin or pork 
rind. 

Deadly Dicks, Krocodlles, 
bright st)Oons, Bu/z Bombs 
and baas Jigs are used with 
spinning rods these days, and 
of course mimmv or atrip 
wlH always take them. 

The bass are there almost 
any time of the year, but late 
September. October and No¬ 
vember are the big months. 

Go down to the Breakwater, 
anytime between dusk and 
dawn, preferably at a high 
slack tide and a full moon. 
Walk right down to the end of 
the Breakwater for the best 
fishing, although they may he 


caught almost anywhere 
along the Breakwater. 

For halt a float la desirable, 
with about four feet of line 
below it and then your hook 
and minnow, or other bait. 
Just cast it out and let it drift 
with the current until you 
have to rescue it from going 
Into the kelp. 

If you use a straight tpin- 
casting lure you will have to 
retrieve a little faster. 

Remember that with Buzz 
Bombs and Daadly Dicks it is 
the dre^ng action of the lure 
that attracts the fish and the 
fast retrieve that hooka them, 
much like Jigging. Let your 
lure sink, wind in quickly for 
a f^ turns, then stop and let 
the lure drop, then repeat the 
procedure, over and over until 
you have retrieved your lure. 

Off the Breakwater the 
black bass, or rockfish, are 
mainly on the smallish side, 
nine or 10 inches, but they are 
dandy eating when filleted. 

But. if you have a boat you 
can go for the bigger ones, up 
to 18 inches, off Bmtchte 
I^dge kelp beds. Take out a 
memberahtp in the James 
Bay Anglers* Association and 
launch your boat from their 
ramp. 

A t Brotchia Ledgt tie up to 
a bit of kelp and let your boat 
drift in the current. Bait your 
hook with- mthnow', toss the 
hook over, let out about 10 
feet of line, no weight, and let 
it drift. If the bass are around 
that night you are not likely 
to have your line out for 
many seconds before you get 
a bass. Others will follow In 
rapid succession. 

Purists wouldn’t call this 
fishing the sportiest kind, hut 
H couM rank as tome of the 
best fun fishing.

•Jerry Goaley sidpa entinjai- 
agtieally around as Rumple 
aed he is chiefly irritated by 
another of the Stiltskin fami¬ 
ly, Wrinkle, who can only turn 
things into asparagus ratl>er 
than gold. As Wrinkle. Robert 
Hhlliatnn turns In a delightful 
I^rformancc, chiefly because 


he excites audience sympa¬ 
thy. 

Ian McIntyre as the Prince 
has to hoe a difficult row, 
hovering between the roman¬ 
tic male lead and knockabout 
comedy. But he certainly 
achieves a success. 

Phyt Gasketl Is the Queen. 
The fact that, from atari to 
finish, she incurred the whole¬ 
sale dislike of the young audi¬ 
ence Is testlm^y enough to 
her skill and characterization. 

Ray Middleton played the 
part of the Miller very accep¬ 
tably, Hthough thera was the 
feeling that, parhapa, ha could 
have accentuated his plot 
lines more effectively. 

Donna Turner, as the Mill¬ 
er's daughter, was quite out¬

While ordinarily traated as bedding 
annuals, antirrhinums are actually 
hardy perennials, but while It Is quite 
poatible to carry the plants over from 
one year to another. I sm very much 
against this praotioe. 

It has been my experience that the 
old. overavintertd snaps provide rtter* 
vr>|ff of disease for infoctfiig new plants 
and endangering itoth your own and 
your neighbours' gardens; even the 
most modam rusbreslstant varieties 
can be carriers of the disease withoiit 
showing any sumptoms. 

My own snaps are pulled up and con¬ 
signed to the incineratpr e\'ery (all, and 


new ones either purchased or started 
from seed ev^ry spring.

It is quilt possible to transplant a 
native Arbutus tree from the wild to 
your garden, but you would have to 
select only a very small, young tree. 
The older, larger specimens are almost 
certain to suffer fatal damage to the 
roots in transplanting. As a general 
rule, the smaller the plant, the more 
likely It Is to survive n move. 

November and March are the pr#* 
fcrred times for such a transplanting. 
Select a sunny and %vell*drained site 
with Ume*free soil, and plant your tiny 
tree to the same depth as before, as in¬ 
dicated by the soil mark on the atem. 
Stake aaeurely to avoid root movement 
until weO established. 

Spraying the leaves with Wilt-Pruf 
liquid plastic before moving would help 
coast the young tree through Its difficult 
period of adjustment to its new environ¬ 
ment. Water in while replanting with 
Alginure. 4 tahlespoonfuls per gallon of 
water; this,, is an excellent s{iecific 
against transplanting shook.

It is always a good idea to play a 
game of mualcaj chairs with your vege¬ 
table rowt, shifting them around ea^ 
years so the same kind of vegetable is 
never grown In the same soli two yetri 
running. This Is to avoid a bulldnip at 
jiest and disease organisms. 

Most serious gsrdmers make an eje 
ception of onicna. though, for this la a 
very demanding enp, insisting ufKm 
deeply cultivated and generously man¬ 
ured toll. After manuring and cultlvat* 
ing the onion rows for a number at 
years, it seems a shame to waste that 
high degree of fertility on other vegeta¬ 
bles which don't require or apprecUtf 
It. 

As long as the regular onion roivs 
continue to produoe elean-ekinned. dls* 
ease-free bulbe there Is no reason why 
you shouldn't continue to grow them on 
the same piece of ground.

"nasal," "eye" gives ua "oou- 
lar." “mind" gives us "men¬ 
tal.' "son" gives us "fUial," 
"house" gives us "domestic." 
"sun" and "moon" give ua 
"solar" and 'kmar." There 
are hundreds of similar oases. 

We don't even have native 
English adjectives for the 
four seasons: fall Is "autum¬ 
nal." winter Is “hibernal," 
spring Is "vernal," and sum¬ 
mer it "eetival." Tht first 
words a ehlM learns, "ma¬ 
ma" and "daddy." take Latin 
adjectives ^ "mstemar* |nd 
"paternal.” 


English Is primarily a "loan 
language." If you want to 
know how much, read any of 
the books by Otto Jeeperson. 
the great Danish philr^ogist. 
and you may be surprised at 
the enormous debt we owe not 
only to Latin and Greek but 
ilao the Seandinavltn lan¬ 
guages. to French, and even 
to the Oermanic influenoes 
upon Old English.

Finegan said the ucientiBta 
found tovala of cyanide vary¬ 
ing (fum 15 to 200 pariB par 
million in at least three of the 
birds. He said the sdentisU 
regarded thdr findings as evi¬ 
dence that the birds possibly 
ate berries diat contained cy¬ 
anide. 

Tbe bkdoglst aaid that ber- 
riea with a minute natural 
ountent of cyanide ase a far 
vortte on toe birds* meim. 

He said, however, that when 
some bvi^ wilt or are 
•prayed w4th herbicides, their 
cyanide content increases. 

**Aa engymea in toe birdi* 
digerilve systems work upon 
t faaee cyanide - oon ta faii n g sito- 
stancea tn the berriea, toe cya¬ 
nide would then be released 
which could have a fatal ef¬ 
fect on the blrda,” he said. 

“My view is that the prea- 
enoe of cyanide (discovert in 
the birds) would afford a sat- 


lafactory reaeob for their 
deaths but there oould be 
more to their deaths than 
that.** 

Finegan was rafarring to 
teats on other samples of dead 
birds from Prince Rupert 
which were performed by pro¬ 
vincial agriculture dep^- 
ment scientists. 

Earlier tests revealed that 
emissiun of sulphur dioxide 
from a pulp mill could have 
been responrible for the death 
of tbe birds. DpT or tome 
other organic pesticide was 
also mentiooed as a factor. 

Residents reported teeing 
the birds, mosUy seed-eating 
species, flying erraticaUy, 
acnashing Into windows, cars 
and butkUngs, kiing baUanoe 
while perched on tree 
branches and dropping dead. 

Finegan said he suspects a 
combination of the events 
could have led to the deaths. 

Investigation Is continuing.

He was convicted in Van¬ 
couver on a charge of robbery 
May 25 and sentenced to three 
years in prison.

Mount Skirt Mine 


Mount Skirt, with its 
grey rock bluHs and green 
stands of fir, sprawls 
lazily along the north 
shore of Langford Lake, 
not giving the slightest 
indication that back in 
1897 it was for a short 
time the scene of feverish 
mining activity. 

The beetle 'bi^jpening:' hit the 
Goldstream area wtien word leaked 
out diet Jamee Phair and three ot 
his associates had struck it lucky. 
Such news spreads tast; and so. 
within a few days, the raountaki was 
crawling with frenzied prospectors. 

Armed with their free mining 
certificates and claim tags, these 
men rushed to the scene of the ac> 
tkxi. ntey came by train, by horse¬ 
back. by wagon, in short, by any 
possible means to drive their posts 
in. until, according to the O s l o ahrt of 
Dec. 17.1897, ‘‘stakes ran like a low- 
gear picket fence all along the base 
of the naountafai.'* 

That the district was once again 
tn the grip of mining fever was. of 
course, not a new experience: for 
the a^le area bad an excitteg mk>- 
ing histocy starting back in 1863, 
when mineral-btaring quartz was 
reportedly discovered alotig the 
course of,the Gokfetream. At that 
time gold was the hire, and tn the 
hc^ of discovering the lode veto, 
the entire terrain was pretty 
thorous^y prospected, as testified 
by the number of diggings stfll to be 
found. But now, it was a rich copper 
showing which cataed Mr. Phair 
and three of Ms friends to de>elop a 
mine. 

This working, however, began as 
the Ralph Mlniiig Company, for it 
was Wi^m Ralph who first filed a 
claim on Mount Skirt in August of 
1896. This was a ftill year before 
James Phair, ‘Iheodore Ijubbe and 
Andrew TMntie staked their claims 
and linked up with Ralph to form 
the company Under Ralph's name. 

It isn't surprising that William 
Ralph was the first of the group to 
expkMe Mount Skirt in the hope of 
finding some potentially valuable 
mineral deposit, for he had been bit¬ 
ten by the ‘mining bug* gt the time 
of the Leech River rash In 1884. 
Though he was a professional engi¬ 
neer and surveyor, and a good one 
at that, being held to hi^ esteem 
lor his excellent work to prescribing 
the boundaries for the E and N Rail¬ 
way, he would, time and time again, 
sorties bsck into the Sooke 
I seardi of the mother vein of 
large nuggets found during 
thf ‘days of the Leech* — nuggets

Sometimes the citizens of early 
Victoria would pick tap their morn¬ 
ing Cnisaist to find an Hem about 
Mr. Ralph's praspeetteg trips, such 
ss the one which appeared in the 
Daily British Cbkeilst of Jsn.

Not only did Mr. Ralph pursue 
with deadly sMkxisoess Ms pro¬ 
specting work, but in a quite dif¬ 
ferent area Ms strong commercial 
sense operated to bring In much 
needed capital. From several hicky, 
or shoidd we say. sensible invest¬ 
ments in Vancouver real estate. Mr. 
Ralph “amassed a considerable for^ 
tome." 

If was probably Ralph's businest 
acumen which caused Mm to inter¬ 
est James Phair, owner of the Gold- 
stream Hotel, as a seeond partner; 
for Ralph frequentiy stopped over at 
Goldstream Houae. and had dene so 
for years. And to turn, Phair. whose 
Mother Cshmt wes wcH known in 
interior mini^ circles, would be im¬ 
pressed by the assessment Ralph 
made of Ms Mt Skirt claim. This 
man. Ralph, Phair clearly knew, 
was no fly-by-night p rospector. 

Over a ^ass of Irish whisky tite 
two men would likely talk over the 
future possibilities of thoroughly de¬ 
veloping Ralph’s claim. And Phair/ 
living in sight of the mine, would 
naturally be designated the manag¬ 
er and overseer of the develo^nent 
woric. Thus, the second ntember ot 
the Ralph project was enlisted. He 
was. finally, to end up owning the 
mine along with the titird partner of 
the origtoal company, Iheodore 
Lubbe — not to be confuted with 
Lubbe’s brilliant son. W. T. H. 
Lubbe. famlBariy known as Toots.* 

Now Ralph's close friend, Theo¬ 
dore Lubbe, was a w^l-tcHlo dealer 
in raw fors. and was also the secre¬ 
tary of the Esquimah Water Works. 
He was a capable, we ll educated 
man, and eertatoly no weakling: for 
be could r es ort to blood and thinder 
tactics if accused unjustly, as re¬ 
vealed in a couple of leagthy letters 
he wrote to the press in Ms oapaefly 
as secretary. He. also, was a proml- 
Dsot snough dtissn of ^fictoiia to 


warrant having the picture of Ms 
home In the Victoria Illustrated of 
189L 

As far at mining was ooncerned, 
Theodore, probably as a result of Ms 
friendship with Ralph, had also been 
lured into the claim-staking past¬ 
time. In 1896 records show that he 
prospected on Wolf Oeck. s tribu¬ 
tary of the Sooke River. 

Final charter member of the 
Ralph Mning Company was Andrew 
Tolntie — no relatksi to William 
FTaser TMmie or Shnon Fraser Tol- 
mie- though Andrew, like “W-F.'* 
also hailed from Scotland, when An¬ 
drew first srrived to Canada, he 
settled in Ontarto, but news of the 
exeitiito gold prospects in British Gev 
lurobia grtope d the man, aixl be 
beaded for the Cassiar country. 
There, be not only gained Invaluable 
mining eaqterience, but alao made 
himself a riseable nest-egg. On ar¬ 
riving to Victoria, be Invested Ms 
capital fay acquiring a wlne- 
roerebant's estaMishment loeatad on 
Tates Street near Government He 
could poBsifaly then heve been a 
business contact of James Phair.

Already Ralph bad done a year's 
work on Ms claim. Having sold 
James Phair, ITieodcxe Lubbe. and 
Andrew Thtinie on the value ot the 
property, Ralph with Ms three as- 
•oototes paid a visit to the mining 
recorder’s office on De ce mber 1, 
1897, and immediatriy traittferred a 
quarter interest on Ms etoim to each « 
of the others. 

Ihe recruits to the venture also 
recorded fufl claims to tbrir own 
names, but in order to cover the 
veins and also to minimize personal 
looses. X looks as though a real ses¬ 
sion of dividing, buytog, and re¬ 
selling peris of each others Malms 


made on claim snatchers. Chat tiitf 
OstoaM oontinusd to Ha report, that 
“on Mount Ftotaysan. some illBfsnfiiT 
from Mount 8k^ numerous leoa* 
tions have ben made. The pras^ 
exettemept la based almost sn^h^y 
upon the resulte following the pefifs- 
tent work of James Rbair and-Mn 
three associates; They have steeriily 
refrained from talking of their dls- 
eoveries. and still are reticent, al* 
tiiourii bfr- Phair admtoi tiiat Ms 
bslghtest dreams of the mineral 
wealth cf his district appear on the 
eve of re_: .km.” 

But James Phair. ever cautious, 
and practical, added: 

“It will be time omugh to sfwak.

velop it on a large scale.*' 

Continuous week went on, snd by 
1809, the Csiratet reported “a 
of six men are at work on the Gold- 
stream (Mount Skirt) mine owned 
by James Phair and others. A 
number of tunnris havs been run 
and yesterday a contract was let for 
sinking s riiaft." 

Ninetesn bondred was the b^ 
year. Mr. Phair himself w r ote up 
tile repeat on the mine workings fee 
W. S. Gore, the grid commissioner. 
In it he nnentions the g reatest depth 
attained being 180 feet, and that al 
woridngs sh ow e d payable ore. An 
excerpt from James Phsir’s rsport 
fives us the picture. 

“Eleven men are now a mp k ynd 
and an aerial tramway has been 
constructed frtxn the mine to the 
Goldstream wagon road. Lstl»r|y, 
shipments of ore have been made W 
tbs Tacoma SmeHer wkh vary sittto* 
factory retms, and it is the inten¬ 
tion to make small shi pm en ts d af tog 
the wi pte t." 

The results of the assays were as 
bright as the “oontinuous veto of 
splendid quartz" they had wn 
c overed.

Phair and his friends declined to a^ 
tbelr ctotms when a “handsiniss 
cash offer" was made them tftot 
same year?

Paul Hked books of British Cb- 
birnhia and Canada history and 
longed to learn more about Ms peo¬ 
ple’s land ~ Hawaii, for Ms rather 
famous grandfather, William Nau- 
fcana. came from there and Ms 
daughter, Matilda, was Paul’s motiv 
or. 

•lliroug^ his mother. Paul re¬ 
ceived a rich heritage of Ms grand- 
tattler's tales of adventures during 
the early days of tiae Hudson’s Bay 
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fizr-trading days, but the tales were 
all verbal, so Paul made notes and 
memorized every tale. 

So he dreamed Ms dreams and 
Someone Up There must have noted 
Paul's popetual smile through aU 
adversities, for wknown to him, a 
change was coming his way.

and Douglas liked what he saw. He 
pursuaded Naukana to sign up as an 
employee for the Company and 
teougbt hkn out. first to the San 
Juan Islands, were Naukana be¬ 
came involved, with the hiZarioua 
PirWar of 1S». 

After his 10-year stint with the 
Company was over. Naukana re¬ 
turned to Hawaii where be gathered 
up some 17 of Us people and emK 
migrated out to these Gulf Uands, 
mostly because he p r ef er re d Oown 
• nde to pre s idential — and the Unit¬ 
ed States had then taken over Ha¬ 
waii. 'The Kawaiians were used to 
having kings and queens ruling 
them and any other ruUiv was puz¬ 
zling to them. 

Naukana made Ms home on Port¬ 
land Island (Princess Margaret Is- 
' land) which had pre-empted with 
three of his people. 

He told this island to Sir Clive 
PhOipc -WoQey in the eariy 1900 b. or 
before. 

There is so much Ustory sur¬ 
rounding this pioneer Hawaliu who 
eame to Canada when he was stm 
caled a Kanaka from ttte Sandwich 
Islands. It was Naukana, with his 
partner. Johnny Pahia. (caDed Fal¬ 
low here. The Hawidiao names 
usually end with an "a**) who first 
started a fenyhig service from is¬ 
land to island, going via canoes. 
They even paddBed the German. 
Marks and Ms daushter, C^sroline. 
out to Satuma Island whm mey got 
murdered. But for a txan of fate, 
they might have saved the obstinate 
ooui^. 

Because Paul visited Hawaii, we 
might as well have a few tacts idxMit 
that romantle soundtais land. 

Captain OocA named the islands 
foe Sandwich Islands in honor of foe 
Eaii of Sandwich, then foe Lord of 
foe Admiralty. 1778. The native peo¬ 
ple however, like foe first Salt 
Spring Islanders who stubbornly 
stuck to Salt Spring Island as a 
name, called th^ land after the 
Isle of Hawaii, which Is foe largest 
of the archlp^ago. And of course, 
RofM>h 2 lu. on the Isle Oahu, is foe 
capital of Hawaii. 

The Hawalians were a good tem¬ 
pered. pleasure-loving and light* 
hearted peof^. but Kam^tameba 1, 
was of a more forceful diaracter. 
and taught Ms people to be war- 
spirited. Each Island was ruled by a 
chief and Kamehameha I, was am¬ 
bitious. 

When Captain Vancouver arrived 


years and unseated aB foe other 
chiefk. He was enjoying his role of 
king of Hawah. f 

Kamehameha I died in ISIS, and 
his SOB became riiler. 'The son was 
"a mild and well-disposed prinre and ) 
devoid of Ms father's energy." His 
first ruUng as King was to abolish 
TABUS and idolatry in Hawaii. Any¬ 
one aho disputed this rule was dw 
feated. and Hawaii has been peace 
fill ei^ stnoe. more or less. 

At this time, ofocr coiaitiles. in- 
eluding. England and the United 
States and France, were eye fog Ha¬ 
waii specuiativriy. The British gov- 
enunent sent the young king a gift 
of a small aebooner in 1838. 

On board was the thee weB m 
known Enghsfa missionary, foe Rev. ^ 
William Ellis, who came with a 
number of Christain / nathwe from 
the Society Islands, whose Isnguage 
was simiHar to the Hawaiian lan¬ 
guage. wWch is a branrii of foe 
Malayo-Poiyncsitn tongue, so the 
Rev. EDIs was able to convert the 
language into arritten form.

HALLOWEEN GHOSTS 


FOR REAL

Usually they are found to be 
early Indian. Sometimes they write 
closed to d yellowing missing per¬ 
sons report. Or, every so often, 
they spell the end to a long-ago 
murder case—-or open a new one. 

Sometimes they even lay a 
ghost to final rest! 

Pioneer Esquimalt resident WUliam Milling- 
tjo made Ms oontribution to our heritage of loose 
bones in March of 1861. Althou^ no stranger to 
the subject of death, having been acquitted of 
murder just months before, he was not expecting 
the grim discovery which awaited his regular trip 
to Victoria, that winter afternoon more than a 
century ago. 

It was at the intersection of Cralgflower and 
Esquimalt Roads, while passing the large rock 
popularly known as “Pemberton’s Folly,” that 
MilUngton noticed in the bushes some bones 
which aroused his curiosity. Upon “examining 
tiiem closely he arrived at the ooncluiioci that 
they must be the remains of a human bbing. and 
straightway proceeded to the (Bastion Square) 
police barracks and informed the authorities.’' 

Ihus it was that Supt. Smith ^and c^oer 
Welch promptly repaired to the scene, to find the 
remains as Millington had indicated. Smith noted 
that some'of the bones lay on the ground while 
more were in a large tin. Alongside were the Ud 
of the can and two yards of white muslin, a|v 
patently used to wrap the wfaMe affair in. Be¬ 
neath the container the officers fouid 30 feet 
of twine. 

But the fact which most intrigued Smith was 
fiiat the bones evidently had been in a fire, the 
fleah appearing to have been burned away. From 
ttie can’s position, and that of the scattered 
bones, he concluded tiiat the macabre package’s 
o^ner. walking or riding by, had thrown it, 
wrapped in cloti) and tied with twine, into the 
brush where the crude ”um” had burst open 
upon impact. 

On one other point, both Smith and Welch 
were certain: Murder had been committed, the 
body destroyed by fire to prevent identification, 
and the pathetic remains disposed of in the brush 
at Cralgflower. 

Tliis surmise recalled the mysterious disap¬ 
pearance of surveyor Augustus F. ^owe from the 
Royal Hotel a we^ before, and by evening it was 
reported that the cheers were making ’’diligent 
eearoh for aome information that would lead to a 
clearing-up of the mystery.” ' 

. Brought to town, tiie bones were examined by 
X>r. Trimble, who was able to sort out fragments 
of the skull, thigh and elbow joints, several 
smaller leg and arm bones, and a piece of rib. Al¬ 
though the teeth were missing, Trimble judged 
tbc remains to be those of a child about 11 years 
of agBr 

This development effectively eliminated sur¬ 
veyor Rowe from ti)e picture, but left the tantalis¬ 
ing puzzle of just whose remains they veere. And 
bad murder been cmnmitted?

Three days later the mystery was closed — if 
not solved — with’ word from a Mr. Harris that 
surveyor Rowe was in nothing less than “good 
heedth” on a hunting tr^ to the moutti of the 
Cowichan River. Mr. Harris' kindly visit to the 
newspaper office came as great relM to Rowe's 
anxious friends in town, and, no doubt, proved 
equally w^oome news to the two Haida squaws 
whom pc^ioe had arrested upon suspicion of being 
implicated in Us disappearance!

Another unsMved case Is that of tiw skeleton 
found two and a half years after, at Rc^al Oak, 
by one George Carter while hunting. Two hundred 
aM fifty yards off the West Saanich Road. Carter 
was picking his way iq> a wooded hillside when be 
made his grisly find. Being carebil so as not to 
disturb anything, the cautious Carter took note of 
the death scene, it being reported in gruesome 
detail that “the body had evidently lain there for 
some time as the flesh bad disappeared from the 
bones. 

“The hair was lying fai s clotted mass and the 
skull some ei^bt fest distant. Sundry articles of 
clothing, including a coat, a pair of trousers and 
a brown felt bai were lying cIom by, also s belt 
and sheath without the knife, and a tin powder 
flask.” 

Carter proved to be a prize witness, not only 

r 


taking a detailed description of tite scene and 
aN’oiding the urge to disturb possible evidence, 
but. by the effects scattered about, deduced that 
the hapless soul had been white. 7^ information 
he forwarded to Victenia police who ventured Into 
the wilds of Saanich to investigate. Upon c<Hnple- 
ting their examination of the death scene, they 
gathered up the remains, and, back in town, 
circulated an appeal for infcnmatkin, stating that 
an inquest would be postponed until tome facts 
were forthcoming. 

Two weeks later, Coroner Dickson and a jury 
of 14 gathered at Royal Oak Tavern to hear 
evidence concerning what had become known as 
the “death in the tvoods.” After Dr. Davie had ex^ 
amined the rentains, Saanich carpenter Gideon 
Halcrow was sworn. 

Some three years before, he said, a stranger, 
whom he took to be a surveyor, had visited his 
home. The caller, of average height and about 33 
years of age. had had dark brown hair and had 
been wearing a blue coat, althouj^ Halcrow could 
not remember the color of his pants, and long 
boots juid hat He also had been wear^ a knife 
in Ms belt and carried pack and double-barrelled 
ahotgun. 

Halcrow remembered him quite vividly as 
“He was not of sound mind and memory . . « 
ITiere was this peculiarity about Ms head ehich 
attracted my attention: posteriorly and laterally 
there was a very conriderable projection, but on 
which side I cannot say; to the best of my recol¬ 
lection it was on the right- He was supposed to 
have been killed by the Indians in North Saanidt* 
where he built a srnaH bouse, and about the time 
to which I have referred, suddenly disappeared^ 
and since then has not been seen. 

‘The blue coat which lies by the remains cor¬ 
responds with the one the man had on who 
to my house. He spoke plain En^ish; don’t know 
to what country he belonged.” 

Thai Dr. Davie testified as to Ms findings, 
stating the remains to be those of a man about 30, 
and about five feet six inches to hei|^. Several of 
the smaller bones were broken and bj^their con¬ 
dition had been exposed to the westiter for three 
or four years. The medic could not be certain, but 
ihou^t the man to have been white. As to the 
cause of death, be bad not a clue. 

But Davie's examtoation had turned up one 
remarkable clue: 'Ihe formation of the head was 
peculiar; on the left side, postertoiiy, there was a 
very considerable projection.** 

Under foreman John Van Amon, the jury re¬ 
turned a verdict of deatti by un kn o w n cause. And 
with that, the anonymous stranger’s few remains 
were given decent burial. Although the inquest 
ruled that the case not be formally closed in the 
event fiirttier infcxrmatfon might come to Ufdat, the 
mystery <rf Royal Oak’s malformed skeleton was 
assigned to limbo. 

’Ihe list of incidents involving human remains 
being discovered by chance is long. Sadly, in al¬ 
most every case, a question maiic remains to this 
day. Who were they? Bow did they come to meet 
their deatha in such lonely, out-of-the^y spots? 

Workmen clearing logs at False Creek 85 
years ago asked themselves these questions when 
they found a human skeltca entwined to the roots 
of a maple tree. Oizaor;|^ examination of the skull 
indicated its owner had been negro, and the 
maple in wMcIi it bad been found was dated as 
being 25 years old. But. again, authorities could 
only speculate, the Vancouver News ctxicluding^ 
“Whether this discovery is a remnant of the teni- 
ble crimes wM^ were of such frequent occur¬ 
rence in Granville and neighborhood a quarter of 
a century ago is unknown .. 

An equally tantalizing mystery occurred
